1. Claims 3-5, 14-19, 21, 23, and 26-39 are canceled by the applicants. 

2. Claims 1-2, 6-13, 20, 22, 24-25, and 40-41 (now renumbered as 1-2, 4-7, 3, 8-10, 
12-15, 11, and 16, respectively) are allowed. 

Claims 1 and 20 are written versions of last Claims 4 and 23, respectively. The 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance for the claims has already been given in the Office 
Action mailed on 10/14/20081. Because all other pending claims depend either from Claim 1 or 
20, all the claims are allowed.
